G.S-R. 536(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 9ub-seetion(l) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) the Cen¬ 
tral Government,being satisfied that it is necessary in the Public interest so to do, hereby exempts material imported into India, ag¬ 
ainst a value based Advance Licence (hereinafter referred to as the said licence) issued in terms of para 49 of the Export and Import 
Policy 1 April 1992—31 March 1997, from the whole of the duty of customs leviable thereon whichis specified in the First Schedule 
to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) and from the whole of the additional duty leviable thereon under section 3 of the said Cus¬ 
toms Tariff Act, subject to the following conditions, namely :■— 

(i) that the materials imported are covered by a value based Duty Exemption Entitlement Certificate (hereinafter refferred to as 
the said certificate), issued by the Licensing Authority in the form specified in the Scheduled annexed to ibis notification; 

(ii) that the importer at the time of clearance of the imported materials— 

(a) produces proof of having executed a bond or a legal undertaking before the Licensing Authority concerned, for complying with 
the conditions of this notifications; and 

(h) makes a declaration before the Assistant Collector of Customs binding himself to pay on demand an amount equal to the 
duty leviable but for the exemption, on the imported materials in respect of which the conditions specified inthis notification have not 
been complied with : 

Provided that a bond or a legal undertaking and the declaration shall not be necessary in respect of imports made after discharge 
of export obligation in full, as evidenced by endorsement of Licensing Authority in the said Certificate; 

(iii) that the said licence and the said certificate is produced before the proper officer of custccns at the time of clearance of 
imported goods out of customs control; 

Provided that no such imported materials shall be permitted clearance under this notification unless a debit entry has been 
made in the said licence and the said certificate, by the proper officer of customs; 

(iv) that the imports and exports are undertaken from sea posts at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, Kaudla, Mangalore Marmoga, 
Madras, Nhava Sheva, Faradeepk Tuticorin and Vishakhapatnam, or through any of the airports at Ahmedabari, Bangalore, Bombay 
Calcutta, Delhi, Jaipur, Varanasi,Srinagar, Trivandrum, Hyderabad and Madras or through any of the Inland Container Depots at 
Bangalore, Coimbatore, Delhi, New Gauhati Goods Shed, Moradabad, Ludhiana and Hyderabad; 

'Provided that the Collector of Customs may be special ordei and subject to such conditions as may be specified by him, permit 
imports and exports from any other sea port, airport, land customs, station or inland container depot;

NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 19th May, 199: 

No. 204/92-CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 537 fE),—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub section (1) of Section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the 
Central Government, being satisfied that it is necessary in tho public interest so do do, hereby exempts materials imported into India, 
against an Advance Licence (hereinafter referred to as tho said licence), from tho whole of the duty of customs leviable thereon which 
is specified in the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) and from the whole of the addiional duty leviable there¬ 
on under section 3 of the said Customs Tariff Act, subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(i) that the materials imported are covered by a Quantity Based Duty Exemption Entitlement Certificate (hereinafter referred to 
as the said certificate), issued by the Licensing Authority in the form specified in the Schedule annexed to this notification, in respect 
of the value, quantity, description, quality and technical characteristics: 

Provided that where quantity allowed for a particular description of materials cannot be imported within the specified value under 
the said certificate, the Collector of Customs may allow adjustment of individual value within the total value; 

(ii) that the importer at the time of clearance of the imported materials— 

(a) produces proof of having executed a bond or a legal undertaking before the Licensing Authority concerned, for complying with 

the conditions of this notification; and 

(b) makes a declaration before tho Assistant Collector of Customs binding InmseJf to pay on demand an amount equal to the duty 
leviable but for tho exemption, on the imported materials in respect of which the conditions specified in this notification have 
not been complied with: 

Provided that a bond or a legal undertaking and the declaration shall not be necessary in respect of imports made after discharge 
of export obligation in full, as evidenced by endorsement of Licensing Authority in the said certificate; 

(in) that tho said licence and tho said certificate are produced before the proper officer of Customs at the time of clearance of 
imported goods out of customs control; 

Provided that no such imported material shall be permitted clearance under this notification unless a debit entry has been made, 
in the said licence and the said certificate, by the proper officer of customs; 

(iv) that the imports and exports are under taken from sea ports at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin , Kandla, Mangalore, Marmgoa, 
Madras, Nhava Sheva, Paradecp, Tuticorin and Vishakapatnam, or through any of the airports it AhmeJab.i:!, Btngalore, Bombay,' 
Calcutta, Delhi, Jaipur, Varanasi, Srinagar, Trivandrum, Hyderabad and Madras, or through any of rhe Inland Container Depots at 
Bangalore, Coimbatore, Delhi, New Gauhari Goods Shed, Moradabad, Ludhina and Hyderabad; 

Provided that the Collector of Customs may by speial order and subject to such conditions as may He specified by him, permit 
imports and exports from any other sea port, airport, land customs station or inland container depot; 

(v) that the export obligation is discharged, within the period specified in the said certificate or within such extended period as 
may be granted by the Licensing Authority or the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, by exporting goods manufactured in India 
in respect of which— 

(a) facility under rule 191A or /91B of die CentarJ Excise Rules, 1944 has not bicn availed m respect of materials permuted under 
the said licence; and 
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(b) no refund or rebate is obtained or claimed cither under section 74 of the Customs Act, 1962 or under Custom* and Central 
Cxcise Duty Drawback Rules, 1971; 

Prov ided that this restriction shall not apply to grant of drawback of Central Excise Duties paid oninputs not appearing in the said 
licences; 

(vi) that where export goods arc manufactured availing credit of Central Excise Duty or Additional Customs duty, in respect or 
any of the materials permitted import under the said licence, unde" rule 56\ o; 57A of Cent al Excise Rules, 1944, the facility 
of sale or transfer of materials or the said licence shall not be available;
